Problems are identified at an early age

A study project begun when funding 


'was made available to the Appleton 
public Schools by the federal govern- 
ment in June of 1971 has evolved since 
that time from study to action as the 
first round-up of youngsters in the 
four-year-old age group was tried 
recently with a group of 20 youngsters 
at McKinley Elementary School. 
Similar in concept to the Kindergar- 
ten-Round-Up sponsored recently by 
the Appleton Public Schools in 
cooperation with the Junior Woman's 
Club, this effort went one step farther, 
involving parents in an interview with 
a school social worker. 


Added in order to learn from parents 


. about their children in the home situa- 
, tion, the interview was an extension of 
what was to be learned through the 
round-up. • 
, The original concept of the project 
revolved around the belief that a child's 
'need for a better self-concept can best 
"be met by early identification of 
psychological and educational assets 
and deficits. Identification areas were 
'designated as language development, 
motor and visual perception, social and 
emotional adjustments and auditory 
and visual problems. 


After the screening where children 


were even observed during play situa- 
tions, data was to be assessed and

evaluated by those serving on the' 
project committee. If a more thorough 
evaluation is necessary, parents will be 
notified. Alternatives to be considered 
include enrolling the child in the 
Preschool 
Oral 
Communications 


Center, a nursery school, referring to an 
outside agency in cases of emotional 
disorder, working with a social worker, 
making appointments with medical 
doctors for hearing or vision problems. 
If this early round-up proves success- 
ful, the committee is hopeful that it will 
eventually replace the Kindergarten 
Round-Up, thus giving all concerned 
with the development of children an 
extra year to help overcome problems 
prior to the first year in the school 
setting. Working on this early screen- 


ing project are Frances Buffham, 
director, and James Westphal, advisor, 
with committee members: Bernice 
Fletcher, consultant; John Ledvina, 
social worker, Dorothy Rehbein. school 
nurse; Sue Webb, school psychologist; 
Phil Roe, social worker; Don Boucher, 
school psychologist; Nancy Phernet- 
ton, speech and language therapist; 
Tom Loveall, principal, McKinley 
Elementary School; Dick Lee, teacher; 
Sue Taylor, teacher, and Grace School, 
oral communications. 


Prior to the gathering of children and 


parents for the round-up, a meeting 
was called to inform parents about the 
pilot project of early identification. 


An outgrowth of this meeting were 


suggestions for parents seeking to help 


their children develop fine and gross 
motor skills and basic concepts. 


Suggested for fine and gross motor 
skills was play with large and small 
balls, tumbling, running, jumping, 
skipping, hopping, balance activities, 
painting with poster paints on large 
paper, finger painting and scribbling or 
coloring with crayons on large paper. 


Perhaps most important of all was 


the suggestion that instead of allowing 
children to constantly watch television, 
parents encourage them to play outside 
or on equipment in a park. 


To develop basic concepts children 


should be helped to recognize and 
name colors (using every experience in 
daily living, ie. blue socks, red shoes), 
counting objects to learn numbers, 
learning to understand oral directions 
and follow them. Stories should be read 
to children and they should be en- 
couraged to retell them. They should be 
helped to learn nursery rhymes and to 
be able to discuss pictures. Reading to 
children is an excellent learning 
experience for them and one most 
parents find enjoyable. 


Opportunities should be provided so 


children can learn to play with others in 
their peer groups. 
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Three-day cooling off period 
lets customer cancel contract 


You buy a set of encyclopedias from 


a door-to-door salesman and the next 
day decide that it was a bad deal. It used 
to be that you didn't have an out. But 
now, under the Wisconsin Consumer 
Act, you'll have three days in which to 
cancel the contract, says Margaret 
Nelson, consumer economics specialist 
at the University of Wisconsin-Exten- 
sion. 


This chance to back out is referred to 


as a "three day cooling off period.!' In 
cases where it applies, the merchant 
must give you two copies of separate 
notice saying "customer's right to can- 
cel." The notice describes how you go 
about cancelling the contract. If the 
sale was in a language other than 
English, the cancellation notice must 
be in that language as well as in 
English. 


The three day cancellation provision 


applies to most transactions taking 


" place away from an established place of 
; business. For example, door-to-door, 


telephone and direct mail sales are 
covered. The transaction must involve 
credit or a cash purchase over $25. 


You'll have three business days in 


.which to cancel the contract Nelson 
says. So, if you sign the agreement on 
Friday, you would have until midnight 


" the following Wednesday to change 
. your mind. If you should decide to 
• cancel, you are entitled to get back any 
• down payment you made within 10 
; days. Within 20 days of cancellation, 
;• the merchant must return any property 
• he received from you, such as a tradein. 
' 
To qualify, the sales must be directed 


" at a particular person. For this reason, 


sales of goods at auctions or catalog 


• sales unaccompanied by any other 


solicitation are exempt. Also not 
included are the sale, lease or listing for 
"sale of real property, the sale or lease of 
goods for agricultural purposes or loans 


made to finance goods sold at an auc- 
tion or for agricultural purposes. 


The right to cancel is waived if the 


merchant, in good faith, makes a subs- 
tantial start at performing contract 
terms before you give notice to cancel. 
That is, if you decide that waiting three 
days for goods or services would en- 
danger someone's health or safety or 
harm your property, you would give 
the merchant a signed statement to this 
effect stated Nelson. 


For example, you might want to have 


a new furnace installed immediately. 
Then the three day, cooling off period 
doesn't apply. Also, if the products 
involved can no longer be returned in 
reasonably good condition, the right to 
cancel is lost. 


Once you decide to cancel the con- 


tract, you must return to the merchant 


any goods you received under the con- 
tract or, in some cases, their 
approximate value. If the merchant 
doesn't take these goods within 20 days 
following the contract cancellation, 
you own the goods without having to 
pay. Any services performed by the 
merchant prior to cancellation don't 
have to be paid for. 


When you inform the seller that you 


want to cancel the contract, it's a good 
idea to use a certified or registered 
letter with return requested. This is 
your proof that the seller did, in fact, 
receive the cancellation notice. 


Of course, the easiest way out of a 


bad deal is to say "no" in the first place. 
Don't let yourself get roped into 
something you don't want This saves 
the time and difficulty of cancelling the 
contract, points out Nelson.

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Not many happy women at child care hearing 


The federal government's limitation 


of funds and Brown County's refusal to 
provide day care aid to mothers who 
don't work were the dominant themes 
of a five-hour public hearing on day 
care held in Green Bay Thursday. 


The State Advisory Committee on 


Day Care sponsored the hearing at the 
State office Building. Transcripts from 
the session and others held in the state 
will be analyzed and will serve as the 
basis for recommendations to the com- 
mittee. A hearing in Fond du Lac, the 
only other one in this area, was held last 
week. 


Two Appleton women commented 


from the floor during the session led by 
a five-member panel including Lois 
Mahoney, a member of the State Ad- 
visory Committee; Margaret Sloan, a 
memoer of ihe Committee, Joseph 
Kexel, chairman, and regional director 
of the Division of Family Services; 
Charlotte Freedman, Brown County 
Advisory Committee; Barbara Wunsch, 
Door County Advisory Committee, and 
Robert Barry, Voluntary Agency Sec- 


tion. 


"Funding of the day-care center is 


the major problem," 
said Mrs. 


Mahoney, who chaired the hearing. 
"There is a great need for a complete 
day-care center. Unfortunately, many 
people are in it for profit and don't 
provide a sliding schedule for those 
who can't afford the entire cost." 


.Mary Ann Brackenridge, Appleton, 


member of the legislative committee of 
Wisconsin NOW and Fox Cities 
Chapter of NOW, spoke to this point 
when she read from a letter sent to the 
hearing by Barbara Sczepanski, Apple- 
ton. Mrs. Sczepanski. mother of a four 
and a seven year old, who has her 
degree in sociology and psychology 
indicated a pressing need for day care 
at a reasonable cost. 


Sne explained mat ner nusoana is a 


student at University of Wisconsin 
Oshkosh who works parttime at Ou- 
tagamie 
County 
Health Center. 


Sczepanski reported that not only are 
Appleton centers filled for the coming 
year, but that if she could get in, she 


and her husband could not afford the 
$30 to $38 a week cost. 


Speaking for herself, Brackenridge 


said: "Our society is in a great 
transition—terms that were previously 
sexlinked can no longer be so cons- 
trued. Just as alimony is no longer 
linked to female, so can day care no 
longer be understood as a means of a 
wo_man's neglecting her family. 


She continued, "A myth that is slow 


to die is the belief that a mother should 
stay home full time. Such a conviction 
results in a mother's pressuring her 
child into performance and creativity 
that she may then enjoy vicariously. 
This pattern of behavior has been 
proved to do damage to the child." 


Brackenridge went on, "The question 


is not how long you spend with your 
garden, but how does your garden 
grow? 


"There is a growing consensus that

indispensible 


requirement of that life in which men 
and women will share in equal part- 
nership the cares and concerns, joys 
and burdens, responsibility and ac- 
countability of a society that recog- 
nizes the value of the individual and the 
indispensability of equal rights." 


Lynn M. Schilz spoke not as a parent 


but as a partner with a husband, both of 
whom have decided never to have 
children. Her reasoning to the group 
was that because the primary respon- 


sibility for childrearing rests with the 
mother, she then would not be able to 
pursue to the fullest extent, the career 
for which she has educated herself. 
Schilz is a researcher for a textile 
manufacturer in Appleton. 


The Appleton woman added that 


because of the theory that women are 
responsible for child care and because 
of the lack of child care facilities she 
has observed that many women in 
many situations are prevented trom 
promotion and advancement as men 
know advancement and better paying 
careers. 


Brackenridge also read a presenta- 


tion from Elayne Lastofka, Appleton, a 
member of the AFL-CIO labor board;

off-hours at the Post Office are hired 
under a special federal program es- 
tablished in 1966.

for one year. They are between ages 16 
and 22, but often are re-hired after each 
year of employment if they prove their 
worth.

Morality Inc. to fight obscenity, pornography

The co-chairman of a newly forming 


local chapter of a national organization 
called Morality in Media Inc., initiated 
the first of what promises to be a steady 
campaign of attempts to stop the 
showing of X-rated movies and the sale 
of magazines the organization may 
consider obscene and pornographic. 


Mrs. Stuart Locklin, 2105 N. Drew St., 


sent a letter to the Appleton City 
Council last week asking that it take 
action that it can under the law to serve 
these purposes. 


"Please see what you can do to rid 


our community of X-rated and maybe 
even 'R' movies that offend — and even 
eliminating Playboy and Cospmopoli- 
tan and other sex-oriented magazines 
from our local stores," she wrote. 


Mrs. Locklin, who said much of the 


campaign will be directed toward pro- 
tecting minors from such materials, 


expressed particular displeasure with 
certain X-rated movie advertisements 
about teen-agers. 


She said the board of directors of the 


Fox Cities chapter of Morality in Media 
indicated at the first meeting it didn't 
object to the letter she said she had 
intended to write. She said the or- 
ganization is still being formed and 
hopes to develop Fox Cities-wide 
interest later this month. 


The letter was referred by City Clerk 


Elden Broehm to the City Council's 
inactive Censor Committee, as outlined 
in an old city ordinance on obscenity 
and pornography. The members are the 
mayor, city attorney and the police 
chief. 


City Atty. David Geenen said he 


believed the city's old ordinances on 
obscenity and pornography probably 
were unconstitutional, based on recent 
U.S. Supreme Court definitions. But, he 
said, the relatively new ordinance 


prohibiting the sale of obscene 
materials to minors was an exact copy 
of the New York ordinance upheld by 
the high court. 


He said there had been one complaint 


filed under the new ordinance, and that 
a book seller was convicted and fined. 
The ordinance doesn't deal with 
movies, as theater representatives had 
said they would control minors movie 
attendance through a rating system. 


Mrs. Locklin said the national 


Morality in Media literature indicated 
the goal was to encourage good media 
and discourage bad media, and to 
promote a community expression for 
responsibility within the media.

WASHINGTON (AP) —The Supreme 


Court today let stand a lower court 
decision protecting a reporter's con- 
fidential source in a civil rights suit 
aimed at discriminatory real estate 
practicesS 


The justices /ejected without com- 


ment an appeal by a group of black 
plaintiffs of a ruling by the U.S. Circuit 
Court in Chicago that reporter Alfred 
Balk could conceal the identity of a real 
estate operator who admitted using 
"blockbusting" techniques. 


In a decision last year, the circuit 


judges said they were mindful of the 
Supreme Court's ruling that journalists 
enjoy no privilege against testifying 
before federal grand juries. 


"We are of the view that there are 


circumstances, at the very least in civil 
cases, in which the public interest in 
nondisclosure of a journalist's con- 
fidential sturces outweighs the public 
and private interest in compelled tes- 
timony," they wrote. 


"The case before us is one where the 


First Amendment protection does not 
yield," they continued. 


The issue arose in a longstanding 


class action suit by black persons who 
purchased homes in Chicago during the 
1952-1969 period. 


They charged that real estate 


developers played on racial prejudice by 
inducing "panic selling" among white 
homeowners to gain property at 


deflated prices. 


The property would be then sold at 


inflated prices to black purchasers, who 
were made easy prey by a severe hous- 
ing shortage brought by segregated 
residential patterns, the suit continued. 


During the litigation, a story by Balk 


appeared in the nowdefunct Saturday 
Evening Post with the title "Confes- 
sions of a Blockbuster: A Chicago real- 
estate agent who moves Negro families 
into all-white blnrks reveals how he 
reapts enormous profit from racial 
prejudice." 


In a deposition, Balk said the man he 


identified as "Norris Vitchek" was a real 
person who had made the statements 
attributed to him in the article. But he 


refused to disclose the agent's true 
identity. 


The plaintiffs said identification of 


"Vitchek" would, by his own admission, 
establish his full and complete liability 
for the wrongful injury which he con- 
eededly inflicted" on black home 
purchasers. 


The plaintiffs said the circuit court 


decision in effect creates "an absolute, 
journalist's privilege in civil cases," but 
Balk's lawyers argued that no such 
sweeping interpretation need be 
applied.In their response, they argued 
that there is precedent short of broad 
constitutional provision that allows a 
witness such as Balk, who is not a party 
. to the suit, to remain silent.

Israel marks 25th year 


JERUSALEM (AP) — More than 400 


warplanes roared across the land of the 
Bible today as Israel celebrated its 25th 
anniversary with prayers and a three- 
hour display of the mightiest array of 
military hardware ever seen at one time 
in the Middle East. 


Some 300,000 cheering spectators 


jammed the decorated streets of Arab 
and Jewish Jerusalem for the parade. 
But the birthday was more festive than 
warlike despite the biggest armed 
display in the Middle East since the 1967 
War. 


Troops and police guarded the parade 


route against guerrilla sabotage and 
reserve troops were mobilized for 
security. But there were no disruptions. 


Prayers for peace were held in 


synagogues before 2,000 troops and 
more than 160 tanks and artillery guns 
moved past Premier Golda Meir, 
government and military leaders and 
David Ben-Gurion, the 86-year-old 
founding father of Israel. 


Led by five jets spewing blue and 


white smoke and helicopters towing 
flags, the Israeli air force provided a 
roaring umbrella for the festivities. 
Israeli-built jets spelled out the Hebrew 
letters for 25 years, 108 American 
Ykyhawk bombers and 80 Phantoms 
shrieked behind and 24 French Mirages 
recalled the spearhead of the 1967 War. 


Hundreds more planes — old Strat- 


ocruiser and Dakota transports, flimsy 
Piper Cubs, paratroop carriers, 
helicopters, sleek super Mysteres and 10 
trios of Phantoms with glowing after- 
burners — flew the length and breadth 
of Israel, taking the message of warning 
to the Jewish nation's Arab neighbors 
from the Red Sea desert to the Lebanese 
border and the ceasefire line with Syria. 


For Israelis, it was a gala salute to 25 


years of independence. For Arabs, lis- 
tening to radio broadcasts or watching 
on distant television, the arms display 
was a grim, warning to keep the 1970 
cease-fire.

That is to be followed by implemen- 


tation of an April 5 agreement that calls 
for an investigation of civil rights 
complaints and an audit of Oglala Sioux 
tribal funds on the Pine Ridge Reservat- 
ion. The earlier pact was to have ended 
the occupation of Wounded Knee but 
never was put into effect because of a 
dispute over laying down arms. 


The confrontation began when 


American Indian Movement (AIM) 
forces took over the village Feb. 27 and 
has resulted in the deaths of two of the 
Indian occupiers. 


AIM lawyer Ramon Roubideaux, a 


Sioux, said in a statement: "I think the 
government should realize that the type 
of governments on reservations is a 
failure. Something must be done to 
replace it. 


"If not, there will be more Wounded 


Knees. These oppressed people are not 
going to live under these repressive 
governments." 


AIM has contended that traditional 


chiefs and headmen, not the elected 
officials, should rule reservations.

With special emphasis, Richardson 


said the special prosecutor would report 
only to him as attorney general. This 
seemed to imply that President Nixon 
would have no direct hand in the 
investigation. 


Richardson, currently the secretary 


of defense, was chosen by Nixon last 
Monday to become the new attorney 
general and take personal responsibility 
for the Watergate investigation. 


"I would welcome, in addition, an 


expression by the Senate as a whole of 
its confidence in him," Richardson said. 


There have been numerous calls in 


the Senate for someone of the caliber of 
a Supreme Court justice with no ties to 
the Nixon administration, to personally 
investigate the Watergate scandal. 


"I have taken into account the fact 


that, because I have held office in this 
administration from its beginning, my 
objectivity may be questioned," 
Richardson told a Pentagon news 
conference. 


Richardson appears before the 


Judiciary Committee on his nomination 


as attorney general on Wednesday. 
Because he has yet to be confirmed by 
the Senate for that job, Richardson 
declined to answer questions after 
reading a three-page statement. 


Of the search for a special prosecutor, 


Richardson said, "It may take some time- 
to find the right person." He made no 
estimate of how long that might be. 


A number of prominent names have 


been mentioned as likely choices. 


One is Lawrence E. Walsh, a deputy 


attorney general under President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. He is a former 
U.S. District Court judge and a member 
of a New York law firm. 


Another is Judge Irving R. Kaufman, 


in line to become chief judge of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the 2nd Circuit. 
Persons close to the judge told the New 
York Times he had been approached but 
turned it down. 


Kaufman is thejudge who in the early 


1950s sentenced Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg, two convicted atom spies, to 
death. 


Another is Judge J. Edward Lumbard 


Jr., soon to retire as chief judge of the 
U.S. Appeals Court 2nd Circuit. 


Others mentioned are Herbert J. 


Stern, U.S. attorney for New Jersey and 
William T. Coleman, a lawyer in 
Philadelphia.

reference to Asst. Atty. Gen. Henry E. 
Petersen, said his decision to name a 
special prosecutor should not reflect on 
the Justice Department, the FBI or any 
United States attorney. Petersen has 
been directing the Watergate inves- 
tigation from within the Justice 
Department. 


Some senators had indicated they 


might delay acting on Richardson's 
nomination as attorney general, pend- 
ing firm word that a special prosecutor 
would be named.

The second 
call had not come by midnight. 


Officials of the state and federal

A special telephone line was 
installed at the house, apparently to 
keep the government in Mexico City in 
close touch. 


Outside the house, nearly 100 news- 


men, photographers, neighbors and 
onlookers waited through the night.

subsequent coverup, in reply to the 
magazine stories. 


Newsweek quoted Dean as saying 


Nixon was in the Oval Office with Dean 
and White House chief of staff H.R. 
"Bob" Haldeman when the President 
said: "Good job, John. Bob told me what 
a great job you've been doing." 


Time's version said Nixon, Dean and 


the President's domestic-affairs adviser, 
John D. Ehrlichman, were present and 
that Nixon said: "John here tells me 
you've been doing fine work." 


Neither magazine, in announcing the 


stories would be forthcoming, identified 
its source. 


However, one legal source who has 


been close to the Watergate case, said 
the "tidbits" Dean reportedly gave 
government investigators were used as 
bait in an effort to win the 34-year-old 
lawyer immunity from prosecution. 
Dean has told them he has other 
evidence, including White House 
documents, to substantiate his claims, 
the source said. 


The documents presumably are the 


43-page volume and eight supporting 
papers that Dean's lawyer described 
Friday in U.S. District Court here. Dean 
gave the keys to a safe-deposit box to 
Chiet Judge John J. Sirica, saying the 
box contains the classified documents 
taken from the White House to prevent 
their being destroyed.

"How 
can you make talking apes believable?" 


Jacobs was convinced that he could. 


But it took him three years to convince 
a movie company. 


The producer first submitted a 


translation- of the novel. All the major 
companies rejected it as "insane." 
Jacobs hired five sketch artists to 


visualize the film. Another round of 
turndowns. 
'Then I figured I needed a top director 


to sell the package," said Jacobs. "Blake 
Edwards took it toJ.L. Warner, and they 
were both crazy about it. But then they 
got into a fight, and when Warner saw 
the high budget he said, 'Forget about 
the apes.'" 


Next, the producer decided he needed 


a star to sell the package. He sent a 
script to Marlon Brando, who said he 
didn't understand it.

Richard Zanuck, then production 


boss at 20th Century-Fox, gave his 
reason for declining the project:

Jacobs had Franklin Schaffner direct 


a 10-minute scene of Heston talking to 
Edward G. Robinson in ape makeup. 
Zanuck was sold. The film was made for 
$5.8 million — without Robinson. The 
makeup gave him claustrophobia, and 
he withdrew from the cast. 


"Planet of the Apes" was a big hit, 


earning $26 million. "Beneath the Planet 
... " cost $4.6 u illion and made $16.5 
million. "Escape from ..." cost only $2 
million because it was filmed in Los 
Angeles with only three apes. It earned 
$914 million. 


"Conquest of..." and "Battle for ..." 


was made for about $1.8 apiece, and 
each is expected to bring in between $9 
and $10 million. 


Why have the "apes" been so 


popular? Jacobs' opinion: 


"Because they are adventure-fantasy. 


And because they can be viewed on 
another level as social satire."

Recycle pickups 261 tons

» A year ago when the issue was 
broached, the city signed a contract 
with Refuse Service Inc., Appleton, to 
pick up all paper on a regularly- 
scheduled basis. To encourage par- 
ticipation, the city also passed an or- 
dinance making the paper property of 
the city when it reached the curb and 
requiring residents to separate the 
Carious kinds of paper. 
" Refuse Service Inc., owned by Don 
Riley, in turn worked 
out an 


arrangement with Waterwood School, 
an arm of the Winnebago State Hospi- 
tal which provided the manpower while 


Riley provided the truck. 


During the past month, the school 


purchased Riley's truck and is now 
handling the whole program by itself 
with the company providing a backup 
truck in case of breakdown.

Long told a reporter he will go ahead 


anyway with some welfare changes but 
they will be relatively minor. 


The plan he was pushing, known as 


work bonus, was developed in the 
Finance Committee as part of a substit- 
ute for Nixon's family-assistance plan, a 
welfare-reform proposal the President 
described as his No. 1 domestic recom- 
mendation in his first term. 


The Nixon plan twice passed the 


House but was killed in Long's com- 
mittee, and Nixon has not renewed his 
support for it this year. 


A key part of the plan was aid for the 


first timeforthe working poor—families 
headed by fathers holding jobs but 
whose earnings are so low they are 
under the poverty level 


The Finance Committee rejected 


Nixon's formula for this but worked out 
its own alternative work-bonus plan.

Time claims 
FBI records 
were stolen 


NEW YORK (AP) —Time magazine 


says it has learned that results of wire- 
taps allegedly ordered by President 
Nixon were stolen from the FBI after 
Director J. Edgar Hoover used them to 
"blackmail" the White House, which 
was pressuring for his removal. 


The magazine reported that when W. 


Mark Felt, now the FBI's No. 2 man, 
asked Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert C. Mar- 
dian who had taken the wiretap 
documents, Mardian told him: "Ask the 
President Or ask Mitchell." 


Time said on Sunday that Nixon had 


asked the FBI early in 1969 to tap the 
telephones of two New York Times 
reporters and four White House aides in 
an effort to plug leaks involving military 
policy discussions. 


The scenario, according to the Time 


account, was as follows: 


Hoover demanded and received 


written authorization from then Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell to make the 
wiretaps. 


In 1971, the administration decided to 


pressure the "irascible" Hoover out of 
his post. Angered, Hoover called 
Richard Kleindienst, then Mitchell's 
deputy, and threatened to reveal the 
"embarrassing taps." 


No further move against Hoover was 


made; but, in the late spnng of 1971, he 
discovered all his records of the wire- 
aps on reporters had disappeared.

Floods not receding 
as river stays stable

The Mississippi River is expected to 


remain stable and out of its banks for the 
next several days from St. Louis to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


Farmers whose crops are in danger of 


not being planted this year were 
reported to be working through the 
night in some areas to dry the land and 
attempt to salvage something. 


But as new rains fell Sunday night and 


today in Illinois and Missouri, prospects 
for crops grew dimmer. 


For the first time in weeks, the Mis- 


sissippi was below flood stage at 
Davenport, Iowa, the northern end of 
the flood area. Downstream to the Gulf 
it remained above flood stage and crests 
at southernmost points were not ex- 
pected until the end of the week. 


At St. Louis, the river was beginning 


to feel the effects of last week's rams in 
Iowa and Illinois. It was expected to 
remain stable at seven feet above flood 
stage until Wednesday. 


The new rains that fell today 


prompted the National Weather Service 
to issue flash flood watches for sections 
of Illinois, but no flooding was reported. 
In Missouri, a weather service 
forecaster said rivers would begin to rise 
again if today's rains amounted to two 
inches or more. 


From Illinois south to Louisiana and 


Mississippi an estimated 12 million 
acres of normally dry land is inundated 
by the floodwaters. Much of it is prime 
farmland, where cotton, wheat, corn, 


soybeans and sugarcane should be 
growing but has yet to be planted. 


The Cotton Carnival, an annual gala 


in Memphis. Tenn., was dulled by new 
rain over the weekend. The decorated 
barges that normally sail up the Mis- 
sissippi for the celebration were 
grounded, as was all river traffic. And 
the cotton farmers of Tennessee, 
Arkansas, and Mississippi are beginning 
to predict that they may not even try for 
a crop this year. 


The Mississippi was expected to crest 


at Memphis on Tuesday at six feet above 
flood stage, until the river crests there 
and at other points downstream, back- 
waters which have flooded the 
farmlands cannot drain into the swollen 
river. 


Throughout the area officials said 


preliminary steps were under way to 
make cheap federal loans and federal 
aid available to public and private 
property damaged in the floodig. 


The Misssippi River Commission es- 


timates damages at $356 million in 
Missouri, Illinois, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Mississippi. 


The real economic impact will be told 


in how much of the crops are finally 
harvested this year in the flooded valley. 
Farmers in-areas where waters have 
begun to recede were reportedly 
working around the clock in attempts to 
iry their land. 


One of them, R.B. Howard, of 


Clarksdale, Ark., said, "What else can 
you do? You got all this land, all this 
equipment, labor — you got to take a 
shot at it." 


Convoy at Phnom Penh 
but one tanker sunk 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) — 


The first Mekong River convoy to reach 
Phnom Penh in two weeks arrived today 
after losing a tanker to Communist fire. 


Meanwhile, reports reached Phnom 


Penh that Cambodian insurgents 
overran a post 34 miles northwest of the 
capital last Friday, captured about 100 
troops and slaughtered them. 


Port authorities said the convoy of 


three tankers, three freighters and three 
munitions barges from South Vietnam 
came under heavy attack from shore 
fire 26 miles from Phnom Penh. One of 
the tankers carrying petroleum was 
sunk and two of the freighters were set 
ablaze by rocket fire. But the freighter 
crews put out the fires. 


The crew of the tanker Vera No. 1 


reportedly jumped overboard before 
she sank and government gunboats 
escorting the convoy picked all of them 
up. 


The convoy traveled the 60 miles from 


the South Vietnamese border to the 
outskirts of the capital under an 
umbrella of American and Cambodian 
jet fighters dropping 500-pound bombs 
along both banks of the river. The jets 
could be seen from Phnom Penh 


swooping in low for attacks on sus- 
pected Communist positions 12 miles 
down river. 


The convoy was the first to brave the 


Mekong since April 23 and brought 
sorely needed fuel and other supplies. 
The Cambodian insurgents have oc- 
cupied long stretches along the Mekong 
for the last three months, and within the 
last month only five small convoys have 
made it to Phnom Penh. The govern- 
ment has had to ration fuel, and on an 
American airlift is supplying it with 
aviation fuel. 


The government post overrun Friday 


was at the village of Kampong Tralach. 
One of the garrison who made it back to 
Phnom Penh said 30 of the defendere 
escaped, but the insurgents herded the 
rest to the bank of the Tonle Sap river 
and killed them. This is the usual fate of 
prisoners taken bz the Cambodian 
Army also. 


It was the second time last week that 


the insurgents captured a large number 
of government soldiers. On Monday, 
about 580 were reported led away after 
a battle near Neak Luong, the Mekong 
ferry crossing southeast of Phnom 
Penh. 


Lebanese tension eases 
despite guerrilla attack 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Tension 


between the Lebanese government and 
the Palestinian guerrillas was reported 
easing today despite a guerrilla attack 
on a border post in the northern part of 
the country. 


Mediators from other Arab govern- 


ments met Sunday with Lebanese and 
Palestinian officials in efforts to main- 
tain the cease-fire agreed to last week 
after two days of hard fighting. 


The secretary-general of the Arab 


League, Mahmoud Riad, met with 
President Suleiman Franjieh and later 
said the situation was "improving." 


Envoys from Egypt, Syria, Algeria 


and other Arab countries had contacts 
with Yasir Arafat, the leader of the Al 
Fatah guerrillas, and he withdrew a 
threat to brealc off talks and leave the 
country. 


The mediators were said to have 


suggested amending the 1969 Cairo 
agreement which ended heavy fighting 
then between the Lebanese army and 
the guerrillas and laid down ground 
rules for guerrilla activity in Lebanon. 


The Army forced the guerrillas out of 


southern border areas last September 
after Israeli raids. Most of the guerrillas 
moved into the 15 Palestinian refugee 
camps scattered about the country and 
control them as autonomous territories. 


The government wants a new 


agreement to remove this "state within 
a state," as President Franjieh calls it. 
But the guerrillas maintain there should 


not be any tampering with the accord. 


The attack on the border post 69 miles 


north of Beirut was the only cease-fire 
violation reported Sunday. The defense 
ministry said guerrillas attacked with 
rockets and machine guns and took 11 
policemen 
captive.

forcements drove the Palestinians off, 
and the policemen were released 
unharmed a short time later, the 
ministry said.

The new po//cy affecting Indians 


All but two members of the Wisconsin Senate and House 


delegation have joined in introducing the bill to restore federal 
tribaj status to the Menominee Indians, which should help gain 
the attention and action the bill deserves. And the bill should be 
a springboard for congressional action on Indian proposals 
made by President Nixon in 1970 and again last March. 


The bill illustrates that reversing the 1961 termination of the 


Menominees as a federally-recognized tribe and the creation of 
Menominee County isn't quite as easy as it sounds. There is the 
matter of private land ownership in the county, most from the 
Legend Lake development, and the resulting tax burden if 
Menominee lands are taken off the tax roll. 


Thus, t^e bill ?n effect, proposes a compromise of time to work 


things out. Menominee lands would continue to be taxed for two 
years to enable judgments to be made on how increasing federal 
aids would effect the county tax burden and what sort of local 
government arrangement can be worked out for the private 
landowners. This is going to require skill and foresight of the 
Menominees, state government and state representatives in 
Congress. 


But this remaining problem should not stall recognition of the 


basic facts—that termination has been an economic disaster and 
is contrary to both the majority wishes of the Menominees and a 
changed federal policy. 


The latter is what President Nixon asked Congress to make 


clear in his March message on Indian affairs. He also called for 
more self-government on Indian decisions, more federal loans 
for Indian governments and businesses, a decentralization of the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, a trust authority to protect natural 
resources and a 15 per cent increase in the budget for Indian 
affairs. 


In introducing the bill, Rep. Harold Froehlich said it "will be a 


signal to all Indian tribes across America that termination as a 
policy of the federal government has been repudiated and a new 
era in American Indian affairs has arrived." 


The Menominee bill should be just that. It can serve both to 


repair the setbacks of the Menominees and to present a Specific 
example of the need for the President's proposals which were set 
aside by the past Congress as being of too little national concern. 
That must not happen again in 1973. 


Inner-direction to our lives 


A couple of decades ago Philosopher David Riesman wrote 


that modern Americans had become "other-directed" people. 
Their behavior was largely influenced by the pressures outside 
of themselves from their peers and legal restrictions that 
governed their actions. The trend may be changing. 


In earlier years, Riesman explained, man had been "inner 


directed." His behavior was influenced to a larger extent by such 
forces as his early home life and training and continuing into 
maturity of his own family, his church teachings, his school 
social tenets. Young people in particular were not as subject to 
peer pressure or approval. Those in authority ruled and they 
generally supported each other. 


President Nixon has reflected the opinions and even more so 


the nagging feelings of a lot of older Americans that the 
"permissive" society we have enjoyed or suffered the last few 
years should come to an end. He has placed more emphasis upon 
tough criminal laws, asked for the death penalty, cut back on 
government financial assistance, called in many speeches for a 
return to self-reliance, coat 'n tie attitudes, the old verities of 
hard work and the Ten Commandants. 


But while much of this is in the usual pattern of recalling the 


good old days as considerably better than they may havejbeen, 
the United States of the 1970's is not the same as that of half a 
century ago. Aside from the obvious matters of scientific and 
mechanical inventions, the way we live has changed partly 
because of changes in the laws. This has evolved because of the 
way citizens look at laws. 


In general we have retreated from the idea that man, through 


legal action, can regulate his weaknesses and appetites. 
Everywhere, in the last decade especially, laws dealing with 
morality have either been repealed or declared untenable by the 
courts for vagueness or for invading the right of privacy. 
Statutes dealing with literature and films, sexual habits, con- 
traceptives, abortion and, most recently in Wisconsin, gambling, 
have disappeared. In attempting to turn things around through 
legal action, the President appears to be misapplying his 
concerns. 


Instead it seems that we may well once again begin to 


emphasize that inner-directed status. Quite obviously this 
means a great deal more responsibility once more in the home 
and in the church, responsibilities that in both cases have been 
sometimes neglected or shrugged away. It might also be well for 
parents and church leaders also to be concerned, not so much 
with enacting some new statutes against pornography or 
abortion, but with sounder instruction and example on moral 
matters within the home or the parish family. 


The pendulum swings in a great deal of American life from one 


near extreme to the other. But there can never be a return to 
exactly the situation we had at any one time in our history. If the 
"permissive"' society ends, its successor will not be the society of 
1873 or 1920 or 1950. But we could be more inner-directed once 
more. 


Pay fo//ef on way out 


Bathroom humor probably is one of the most distasteful, if 


highly popular among immature people. But one organization is 
using it for a purpose. 


The Committee to End Pay Toilets in America—Ceptia—found 


out that people laughed at the cause. "Since there's little we 
could do to fight the tendency to laugh," the committee's 
president explains, "we decided we would capitalize on it to 
press our case." The case is that pay toilets are unnecessary, 
inhumane and discriminate against women since no one has yet 
installed a pay urinal. 


The pay booths came from the early days of this century when 


the railroads installed flush toilets to replace privies at stations. 
To keep out the passerby, locks were put on and porters could 
open them when trains arrived. Eventually the dime slot was 
worked out. 


It's grown into big business. The annual take is estaimated at 


somewhere around $30 million and city or county owned 
facilities get revenue as well. Those who argue that there would 
be no public facilities without the pay kind obviously ignore the 
current tendency to consider public rest rooms a necessity 
wherever the public gathers. The defenders of the locks who 
claim that undesirables are kept from lurking also forget that the 
ability to pick locks favor the unorthodox and handicap the 
respectable who happen to be without a dime. 


Ceptia is having effect. Chicago just banned pay toilets in 


public places even though some unions are fighting the or- 
dinance. More than a year ago the locks were removed from 
booths on the Pennsylvania Turnpike. Several state legislatures 
have bills prohibiting their use. 


There have always been ways of getting around the payment 


or at least cutting back on it by groups holding the doors open 
for each other, stuffing the locks with tissue or taping them into 
the open position. Since more and more women are wearing 
pants these days, it's easier for many of them to climb over or 
slide under the doors, too. The discrimination might then be of 
the older or handicapped or proper. 


It's a cause that is heading for success.

Nixon's aides get no sympathy in state

under thoroughly pragmatic leadership. 


One searches for parallels. Perhaps the last 


comparable setback, in more local terms, was 
the almost unprecedented censure by the Unit- 
ed States Senate of Joseph R. McCarthy more 
than a decade and a half ago. 


Historians will almost surely agree that the 


Senate condemnation brought on the late 


k senator's death and would in any event have 


ended his career. No one who studied state 
politics in that time could doubt, moreover, that 
it provided a massive aid to the fledgling

statewide elections and has ruled as a strong 
challenger or as the majority party of this state 
since that time.

Continue drug squad funds 


Editor, the Post-Crescent: 


Recent articles in The Post-Crescent 


have indicated a possible reluctance on 
the part of some Outagamie County 
Board supervisors to finance the 
county's drug investigation squad on 
an interim basis entirely from county 
funds. 


As a concerned group that has for 


nearly three years been working to 
prevent all types of drug abuse, the 
Drug Council Inc. for Outagamie 
County wholeheartedly endorses the 
work of our two drug investigators. 


Furthermore, we recommend that all 


citizens support this vital program by 
encouraging their supervisor to vote in 
favor of providing funds for its con- 
tinuation. 


Nearly three years ago several 


members of the Drug Council began to 
work with the District Attorney and 
Sheriffs offices toward the formation 
of this unique investigation squad. In 
July.of 1970 the Outagamie County 
Board passed a resolution to hire, sup- 
port and fund 40 per cent of the cost of 
a 3-man squad, provided that federal 
monies were available for the other 60 
per cent. 


Tragically, however, implementation 


of the program was delayed for nearly 
18 months at the state level before the 
60 per cent Federal funds were released. 
That time which was lost may be very 
difficult to regain in the already uphill 
fight against drug abuse. 


Finally, the concept was approved 


and the program began in early 1972. 
Since that time, excellent progress has 
been made by the investigators, both in 
the areas of gathering information on 
the drug scene and drug pushers in this 
area, and in law enforcement In addi- 
tion, they have provided many educa- 
tional programs for various groups 
throughout the county. 


They have worked alone, and in 


cooperation with city and county law 
enforcement agencies, and those from 
state and federal levels. These two men 
have put in countless hours in their 
dangerous, dirty and often thankless 
business. 


The progress they have made in the 


past year must not be allowed to falter. 
Continuity and difficult, detailed police 
work is essential to enforcement of our 
drug laws. The Outagamie County 
Board should appropriate the money 
for interim funding, as requested by 
Sheriff Cal Spice, at their next meeting 
on May 8th. 


Hopefully, the favorable recommen- 


dation made by the East-Central Wis- 
consin Criminal Justice Planning 
Council will be endorsed when the 
Wisconsin Council on Criminal Justice 
meets in July to determine whether 
drug programs in Outagamie and other 
counties will continue to receive partial 
Federal funding. 


If, however, federal money is not 


available for our drug squad at that 
time, it is the strong recommendation 
of the Drug Council that the County 
provide the full amount to continue this 
needed program. 


Furthermore, enough money should 


be included in any budget request to 
enable our agents to make "buys" of 
illicit drugs and to pay informants. 
Unfortunate as it may seem, this type of 
expenditure is vital to the enforcement 
of drug laws. We must not hamstring 
our investigators by failing to provide 
them with all the tools necessary to 
make arrests which lead to the suc- 
cessful 'prosecution of pushers of 
dangerous drugs. 


The citizens of Outagamie County 


owe it to themselves and their children 
to support Sheriff Spice, the District 
Attorney's office and our two fine 
investigators. 


An overwhelming vote of approval 


on Tuesday would provide a real 
psychological lift for these men who 
have been working so hard on behalf of 
us all.

WASHINGTON — A columnist has 


few opportunities to share a significant 
national event with an apolitical group 
that is fairly representative of the 
country as a whole. 


But I happened to be in such an 


audience by accident last week 
watching President Richard Nixon 
deliver his address on the Watergate 
scandal over television. The reaction 
was startling and almost unanimous. It 
is worth recording because of the na- 
ture of the group. 


The 
audience 
consisted 
of 


approximately 75 men and women at- 
tending a conference here who were 
sufficiently interested in national af- 
fairs to interrupt their evening session 
to watch the President. The delegates 
represented 
labor, business, and 


academia. They came from all parts of 
the country. They included varying 
levels of experience and authority. 
Some were intellectuals; some prag- 
matists. They were atypical only in that 
all but three were white and they were 
better educated than -the average .ci- 
tizen. 


I will not mention the name of'the 


conference because it was a private 
gathering and I was there under special 
sufferance. Nor would I wish to raise 
the possibility of retaliation by the 
Nixon Administration, since some of 
the delegates represented organiza- 
tions or institutions with federal grants. 


They rejected Nixon's excuses 


It is sufficient to say that nearly all 


the persons involved are concerned 
with or alert to the problems of dealing 
with government in a variety of ways in 
their specialties. 


And their reaction to the President's 


plea for public support was an unmis- 
takable and emphatic "no." The 
President had no credibility with them 
when he began his speech, and he had 
not changed their attitude when he 
finished. 


Nixon began his performance by 


saying, "I want to talk to you tonight 
from my heart." The room rocked with 
bitter laughter at the idea Nixon had a 
heart. The scene then went like this: 


Nixon: "... what has come to be 


known as the Watergate affair . . . " 
("Crime, you mean," shouted a voice 
from the rear). 


Nixon: "... new information then 


came to me which persuaded me there 
was a real possibility that some of these 
charges were true" (scattered titters). 


Nixon: "... I wanted to be fair." ... 


(loud jeers, laughter, and assorted 
snorts of disbelief). 


Nixon: "... It is essential not only 


that rigorous legal and ethical stan- 
dards be observed, but also that the 
public, you, have total confidence they 
are both being observed ..." (mutters 
and laughter). 


Nixon: "... This office is a sacred 


trust" ("It used to be," a voice observed 
to laughter). 


Nixon:"... who, then, is to blame for 


what happened in this case?" (more 
laughter).

have to solve its air pollution problem, 
caused by coal burning boilers. 


The George A. Whiting Paper Co., 


Menasha, has decided to install its own 
pollution abatement equipment, rather 
than join the municipal plant. The 
company is now getting quotes on the 
its 550,000 gallon capacity clarifier. 
When all the facilities are built, the cost 
to Whiting will come to about $200,000. 
A centrifuge, settling tank, save-all and 
new pipes are already installed. 


The three paper manufacturers in 


Appleton are cooperating with the city 
municipal treatment plant. 


Consolidated officials are trying to 


determine whether Appleton Division 
wastes can be treated at the city's plant, 
and whether the new plant will have 
enough capacity. Preliminary plans 
show that in"plant improvement would 
cost $1.5 million. The pulp mill has until 
September to present a plan to meet 
pollution standards. 


Fox River Paper Co. has been con- 


nected with the city's sewage system 
for about four years, and converted its 
boilers to natural gas. H.P. Dixson, vice 
president, said the company has spent 
approximately $200,000 in the last five 


years, for metering devices, and for the 
boiler conversion. The company has 
also reduced its consumption of water 
by 20 per cent, and re-routed its sewers. 


Riverside Paper Corp. connected 


with the Appleton sewage system in 
'December. 1972. The connecting pipe, 
west of the Lawe Street bridge, cost 
$162,000 to construct, and prior to that 
the company spent $220,000 on 
recycling equipment. 


S.W. McMyler, vice president, said he 


was upset by state and federal air 
pollution orders, based on plant 
specifications, rather than emission 
measurements. McMyler said River- 
side's stack does not present much of a 
pollution problem. There is a shortage 
of gas and the cost of oil as an alterna- 
tive to coal would cost an additional 
$200,000 over a two year period, he said. 


Reinhold Vogt, of Appleton Papers, 


Inc., said $105,000 was spent at 
the Combined Locks Mill this year for 
an ongoing program of in-plant 
improvements, designed to recycle 
waste water. In addition to the treat- 
ment plant, the Locks mill is building a 
new sanitary landfill, which should be 
ready by June. Combined Locks

Thilmany Pulp & Paper Co. an- 


nounced its four-year air pollution 
program last fall. The first phase will be 
to cut back on pulp production.

facturers spent over $26 million on 
water pollution projects last year, and 
the estimated expenditures for 1973-75 
are $86 million, according to the Wis- 
consin Paper Council.

$73 million. (The figures include both 
capital and operating costs.) 


For air pollution abatement, the in- 


dustry's 49 mills in Wisconsin spent $8 
million in 1972, with a two year es- 
timate of $24 million, and $9 million 
prior to last year.

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AXBRIDGE, England (AP) — Sym- 


pathy for the motherless children 
around Axbridge has welled up in a 
flood of adoption offers and cash con- 
tributions of nearly $200,000. 


A charitable trust will be set up to use 


the money to alleviate distress. And all 
the adoption offers have been refused as 
the fathers of the children cling to what 
remains of their broken families. 


The mothers of 48 children in 


Axbridge and the neighboring villages 
of Cheddar, Wrington, Congresbury 
and Yatton were among 107 persons 
killed in a plane crash April 10th near 
Basel, Switzerland. Sixty-three persons 
from the area died in the crash. 


"We've been inundated with adop- 


tion offers," said the Rev. Anthony 
Martin. "Naturally, the fathers want to 
keep their children. They intend bring- 
ing the youngsters up themselves with 
the help of relatives. But this reaction is 
an indication of the way people's sym- 
pathy has been aroused by this catas- 
trophe." 


"Most families have relations and 


in-laws who live only a few miles, or 
even a few yards, away. There is no lack 
of local help or local good will." 


One official said nearly 1,500 letters of 


sympathy have been received, some 
"from as far away as the United States, 
South Africa and Australia." 


•" -The four men were arrested in Dun- 
dalk, just over the border from Cross- 
maglen. It was there that two 
explosions killed the soldiers Saturday 
and injured several others as patrols 
checked wires leading across the border 
500 yards away. It was believed that the 
explosions were set off from the Irish 
Republic. 


The death of the soldiers raised 


Northern Ireland's confirmed fatality 
toll to 784 in nearly four years of com- 
munal warfare.

May 7 issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 


"The coincidence of large numbers of 


American tourists and epidemic typhoid 
fever in Mexico virtually assures the 
continued occurrence of imported 
typhoid, particularly in the border 
states," the researchers wrote. • 


At least seven cases of typhoid fever 


caused by a strain resistant to 
chloramphenicol, a drug generally used 
to treat the disease, have been imported 
to the United States, said Drs. Ruth M. 
Lawrence, Elliot Goldstein and Paul D. 
Hoeprich of the University of California 
School of Medicine at Davis and the 
Sacramento Medical Center. 


They added that their experience 


with a 27-year-old man who acquired 
typhoid fever in Acapulco indicates the 
strain also is resistant to another drug, 
ampicillintrihydrate.inamountsusually 
effective against the disease. 


The patient finally responded to 


massive doses of this drug, the 
researchers said. 


While this patient told them he had 


not drunk the water in Acapulco, he had 
eaten the local food and had drunk 
beverages chilled w;'.h ice made from 
the local water, the doctors said. 


The resistance of this typhoid strain 


to chloramphenicol is identical to 
resistance of strains of severe dysentery 
in the past few years in some Latin 
American countries, the researchers 
reported.

Frank Miller, had been poisoned by 
drinking an alcoholic beverage during a 
trip to Las Vegas, Nev. It later was 
determined that Mrs. Miller, who still is 
aliye, was suffering from an illness 
"somewhat the opposite of diabetes," 
said Wasinger. 


Wasinger, interviewed by telephone 


at his Hannibal home, is representing 
Long's widow, Florence, in a $3.25 
million alienation of affections suit 
against Miss Dunlop and in another suit 
contesting Long's will. 


"Some physicians have told me that 


many people who suddenly become ill 
think the illness was caused by 
something they ate," Wasinger said. 
"The family believes that Long's death 
was caused by a tumor attached to the 
base of the pituitary gland."

Even with these restrictions, I sus-

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WASHINGTON (AP) —Only half the 


nation's poor are being served by federal 
food programs, the Senate Hunger 
Committee says. 


The committee said in a report issued 


Sunday that the Midwest appears to be 
most lax in seeing that federally sub- 
sidized food programs reach im- 
poverished residents. 


The South, described as the worst 


offender five years ago, is now much 
more responsive, the report said. 


The committee's staff prepared 


current statistical profiles on counties, 
showing the number of poor and how 
many are helped by either surplus 
commodity distribution or food stamps. 


A comparison with a 1968 hunger 


study showed only a small drop in 
counties considered to be offering 
inadequate antipoverty food programs. 


The report estimated that 48 per cent 


of the nation's more than 26 million poor 
persons were receiving no food assis- 
tance of any kind.
